Rio de Janeiro, Brazil — (fl — Bra- 


zil's strong man president, Getulio 
Vargas, invoked full military and 
police action today to. wipe out for- 
ever fascist grecnshirts, whose three 
and one-half hour rebellion failed 
because they did not know the gov- 
ernment palace was without a gar- 
rison within its walls. 


Police, with 500 of the rebels al- 


ready in jail, spread through the 
city, searched every suspected fas- 
cist's home, made more arrests and 
found evidence the revolt was well 
planned but 
without coordinated 


execution. 


They pressed a nation-wide search 


for the fugitive Plinio Salgado, head 
of the greenshirts and allegedly the 
"intellectual leader" of yesterday's 
abortive uprising. Salgado has been 
in hiding for several months. 


The rebels made their attack yes- 


terday morning against 
President 


Vargas' palace, the residence of the 
chief of staff of the army, and oth- 
er strategic points — but they lacked 
the one vital piece of information 
that could have carried them to at 
least momentary success. 


Could Have Taken Palace 


J. Alberto Lins de Barros, former 


charge d'affaires who helped de- 
fend the president's palace, told 
about it today. 
"I believe the attackers did not 


know the palace was 
completely 


without an internal garrison, other- 
wise they would have advanced in- 
to the palace instead of fighting in 
the gardens," he said. 


"The truth is the president's life 


was in imminent danger." 


Vargas, with his dark-eyed 23- 


year-old daughter. Donna Alzyra, 
and only five others were inside 
ready to fight off the attackers ''from 
palace windows, but fighting out- 
side apparently convinced the reb- 
els they faced a strong body of de- 
fenders.- Arriving 
reinforcements 


saved the palace and the attackers 
capitulated. 


Vargas, his position as dictator 


apparently strengthened, invoked 
martial law to carry on punitive 
action 
against the revolt 
which 


ended with 12 dead and 22 injured. 


Face Death Sentences

tion profits would reduce that fig- 
ure. 


President Roosevelt was expec- 


ted to give quick approval to the 
legislation, which greatly modifies 
the present undistributed profits 
and capital gains levies — targets 
of business criticism. 


Treasury officials, however, said 


privately they were not fully sat- 
isfied 
with the new provisions, 


adopted as a compromise after the 
senate had eliminated the entire 
undistributed profits tax. One ex- 
pert 
said 
the new rales might 


enable some very rich persons to 
avoid paying as heavy income tax- 
es as under the present law. 


New Provision 


The new capital gains provision 


permits a taxpayer to elect wheth- 
er he will pay that tax immedi- 
ately 
or hold his taxable assets 


more than two • years and pay a 
flat 15 per cent. 


A treasury official said wealthy 


corporation investors 
could take 


advantage 
of 
the 
provision to 


avoid high surtaxes by holding 
their profits in the corporation for 
the two-year 
period and paying

Negus Silent as 10 Nations 


Declare in Favor of 


Anglo-Frencb Move 


Geneva—(.*>—Haile Selassie's last 


hopes of blocking an Anglo-French 
move to recognize Italy's conquest 
of his Ethiopian empire vanished 
today as a majority of the delegates 
of the League of Nations council 
declared in favor of recognition. 


The council members' judgment 


late today came after a morning 
session in which the fallen Ethiopi- 
an ruler made a despairing appeal 
against recognition and demanded 
that the issue be taken to the whole 
assembly. 


The black-garbed negus sat silent 


at the council table as the president, 
Wilhelm Munters, Latvian foreign 
minister, summed up: 


"The great majority.of members 


feel that despite regrets it is for in- 
dividual members to decide as they 
choose." 


Proponents of recognition, chief 


among them Britain and France, 
considered this summation and the 
preceding declarations left league 
states free to recognize Italy's king 
as emperor of Ethiopia. 


Ten nations declared in favor of 


recognition. 
New 
Zealand 
and 


China opposed. Soviet Russia and 
Bolivia took neutral positions al- 
though opposed in principle. 


The negus sat motionless, 
his 


head bowed and eyes closed, and 
when the session adjourned he rose 
and left the council chamber ahead 
of the delegates, speaking to no one. 


Haile Selassie, too ill to speak, sat 


at the league council table while 
his representative, Ato Lawrence 
Taezez. read his speech. 


The negus invoked the doctrine 


of former • United States Secretary 
of State Henry L. Stimson, who an- 
nounced after Japan's conquest of 
Manchuria, that territory acquired 
by force should not be recognized.

The Japanese reported complete 


occupation of Amoy island, includ- 
ing the city of Amoy, important 
port 600 miles south of Shanghai. 
All foreigners were said to be safe. 


At the same time the Japanese 


reported new gains on the Shan- 
tung front, where fully a dozen 
columns were moving steadily to- 
ward the Lunghai railway against 
"tubborn" resistance. 


On the left wing of this 65-mile 


front, the Japanese asserted they 
had occupied Langtzehu, south of 
Tancheng and only three 
miles 


from the Lunghai, 
and said the 


Chinese were in "full flight" This 
is the nearest they have approached 
the vital east-west railroad in their 
five-months drive. 


Heavy Chinese Losses 


Two Chinese divisions fighting at 


Matowchen, five miles northwest 
of Tancheng, were said to have 
been "almost annihilated." 


Scenes on Kulangsu island as 


Chinese 
civilians 
and 
soldiers 


sought refuge were described as 
similar to those in Shanghai's in- 
ternational settlement last August. 


While the island, ordinarily pop- 


ulated by 250 foreigners and 40,000 
Chinese, was reported quiet, the 
great influx of refugees presented 
an increasing problem.

ANGLES OF THE BYLLESBY 


CONTROVERSY 


At the conclusion of the evidence in 


the Byllesby matter the right of the com- 
pany to continue in the security business 
in Wisconsin was taken under consider- 
ation. That right in itself is not of wide- 
spread importance but the evidence pro- 
duced in. the hearing plus a variety of pos- 
sible implications from it are of serious 
consequence to the people. 


Approximately a million dollars were 


disbursed by this company over a period 
of about five years concerning which ade- 
quate records were not maintained. The 
fact that some of this money was traced 
to Mr. Dinneen, former secretary of the 
Public Service Commission, has naturally 
tended to cast a sinister shadow of sus- 
picion upon the acts of the company, the 
acts of Mr. Dinneen, and the expenditure 
of further sums for which no accounting 
has been made. 


The two officers who disbursed these 


sums are dead. They held the most re- 
sponsible positions with the company. Mr. 
Dinneen has said that part of the money 
coming to him was paid for proper ser- 
vices rendered in bringing the parties to- 
gether for the purchase of the Wausau 
utility and that he "borrowed" other sub- 
stantial sums from one of the deceased 
officers of the Byllesby Company but has 
never repaid any part of it over a long 
period of years although he had an ade- 
quate income during that time and appar- 
ently could have paid at least part had 
he so •wished. 


The situation will suggest a variety of 


conclusions to a variety of people for 
when suspicion is given a fair start it 
can soar afar.

But there is one feature suggested by 


the association of Mr. Dinneen with the 
Buckman Company and the story the rec- 
ords in the hands of the receiver of that 
company tell- that should awaken 
the 


public to an inquiry that has drowsed 
much too long in Wisconsin. 
Such an 


inquiry would relate to the proper pro- 
cedure that should be followed when men 
in important public positions make up 
their minds to cash in on their opportu- 
nities and plan their campaigns accord- 
ingly. 


The Post-Crescent is certainly not try- 


ing to judge the criminal cases pending 
or suggested against Mr. Dinneen, 
the 


Buckman Company or anyone else. We 
are dealing merely with the subject of 
suspicion when it becomes aroused by cer- 
tain facts, and the inquiry will be limit- 
ed to the facts that Mr. Dinneen admits 
and to which he has already testified and 
the written records that have been printed 
so far concerning his association with the 
two companie's mentioned. 


Some men in Wisconsin who have oc- 


cupied positions of advantage have delib- 
erately set out to sell themselves. 
The 


means employed present as great variety 
as the articles in a ten-cent store. Mem- 
bers of the legislature have sometimes in- 
troducer5 bills at Madison for the sole pur- 
pose of driving those who might be ser- 
iously hurt if the bill became a law to 
buy them off. Others have 
frequently 


"borrowed" substantial sums of money 
from institutions which uere more or less 
at their mercy. Public utilities, raihoads, 
when they were in more prosperous con- 
dition. financial institutions and business 
concerns with homes in other states have 
been the usual ones shaken do-,% n. 


In respect to the Byiicbby matter it 


would be important to knew, were It pos- 
sible to definitely Icain, who started the 
"borrowing" transactions, Dinneen or the 
Byllesby official, and to learn whether Mr. 
Dir.neen's 
employment in the Wausau 


utility purchase originated with himself 
or through the solicitation of those who 
employed h:m. And assuming, just for 
the purpose of an example, that the ideas 
of big money originated with Mr. Din- 
neen, what shall utilities, railroads and 
others so "put on the spot" in the future 
do in case a public official shall ask for 
an innocent "loan."

The Buckman records show that Mr. 


Dinneen was advising that company as soon 
as complaints were made by purchasers 
of its pretended securities. Since the Pub- 
lic Service Commission at that time was 
entrusted with the enforcement of the 
Blue Sky Law any company whose pur- 
pose was to breach that law was making 
a masterful stroke if it could secure im- 
mediate notice of complaints since reason 
dictated the most profitable procedure as 
a settlement with the complainants who 
.would seldom exceed, at least in the early 


, stages.of the venture, more than one. out 
of each 50 or 100 victims. 


And the question occurs again: Did 


the Buckman Company originate this pro- 
cedure and induce Mr. Dinneen to work 
with them hand in hand or did Mr. Din- 
neen, learning from early complaints the 
precarious course the Buckman concern 
was following, seek a "loan"' or other 
valuable advantage, knowing that under 
the circumstances he must be taken care 
of or the Buckman company must imme- 
diately fold its tent and move toward the 
penitentiary? 


Dealing again with suspicion—which 


we warn our readers is nothing more than 
a consideration of the possibilities—we 
find Governor LaFollette so handling the 
po\ver committed to him by the special 
session of the legislature in relation to 
Wisconsin's various commissions, that Mr. 
Dinnsen is dropped from public service 
by the simple expedient of doing away 
with the position he has occupied. This 
removal took place before the public ex- 
posure of the facts with which we deal. 
It may reasonably signify, so long as we 
are in the realm of suspicion, that rumors 
concerning Mr. Dinneen and his actions 
started to walk around the capital. And 
when rumors walk, and meet, and walk 
again it is often because there are too 
many sources from which such rumors 
arise, too many concerns which have be- 
come the favorites of the Secretary of the 
Public Service Commission and too many 
"loans" that have been made by that gen- 
tleman. For however much a concern like 
the Buckman company may appreciate 
that it holds a certain citadel as against 
attack from the public for its misdeeds it 
finds great difficulty in repressing a boast 
of its strength in certain safe quarters 
which are so safe that they spread it, and 
then the rumors not only walk but run 
and clash, and shortly an investigation is 
under way.

In the Byllesby matter the million dol- 


lars that strayed until it can no longer be 
tagged is the loss of the Byllesby Com- 
pany. Not a single public service com- 
pany subscriber in Wisconsin or elsewhere 
is singed by that misadventure. 


But for the sake of Wisconsin's vaunt- 


ed public policy we need a thorough con- 
sideration of the proper procedure that 
may be laid down for all those to follow 
who are subjected to either light strain 
or the heavy violence of the nut cracker 
at the hands of those who want more than 
honor, men whose purpose, even though it 
must be read between the lines, may be 
on a par with that of the pickpocket. 


First of all these onslaughts cannot be 


thwarted without rules prohibiting trans- 
actions of any nature whatever between 
men in an official ppsition and those with 
whom they must deal excepting as the 
details of proposed transactions are re- 
duced to writing and filed publicly so the 
press may publish them. 


Some years ago the Post-Crescent pro- 


posed also that all employes of the Pub- 
lic Service Commission be prohibited as 
part of their contract of employment from 
hiring out with any carrier or utility for 
a period of years after they terminated 
their service with the state. That idea 
should be extended much further than the 
one commission named. 


And while we do not overlook those 


willing to go out of their offering "loans" 
to influence public officials let us keep one 
sharp eye upon public officials who plan 
cleverly to induce these loans for, in a 
genuine sense, they are culprits of a deep- 
er dye than the ones held up.

walk warily when in the vicinity of 
an operating-room. Especially when 
the eager surgeon exhibits an X-ray 
negative and points out the unmis- 
takable signs of trouble in the ap- 
pendix. X-ray evidence is signifi- 
cant in a case of alleged "chronic 
appendicitis" only when it is nega- 
tive, that is. when the 
picture 


shows normal conditions in the ap- 
pendix region—that's a sign you can 
forget the appendix and look fur- 
ther for an explanation for the 
symptoms. 


In many instances masked peptic 


ulcer is mistaken for "chrome ap- 
pendicitis." Not a bad idea to have a 
try at a suitable peptic ulcer diet 
and alkalis to neutralize "excessive 
acidity in such cases; especially 
when pain, distress, feeling of "gas'' 
in stomach recurs regularly at 11 a.

A prison warden sat in his office, 


reading letters written by convicts. 
Each prisoner was allowed to write 
only one letter a week, but to read 
the letters of all prisoners was quite 
a long task. 


An "Ultra Violet" machine 


It might seem a shame that a pris- 


oner cannot even send a letter to a 
friend or relative without someone 
reading it, but that is the rule. 
Otherwise 
the letter 
might ask 


someone to send a file 
to cut 


through the prison bars! 


Picking up one of the letters, 1he 


warden read: 


Everything's getting along okay 


in the Big House, but I want some 
more cigarets. Bring some along 
next time you come, will you? 


There didn't seem to be anything 


wrong with that letter, but to read 
the words written in pencil wasn't 
enough. There was a machine in a 
little side room, an important ma- 
chine. An assistant took the letter, 
along with others and placed it un- 
der a light. 


The light was of a strange kind. 


It was made by ultra-violet rays, 


which often are spoken of as "black 
light." 


Ultra-violet rays are very short 


indeed. One hundred thousand of 
them end-to-end would make about 
one inch. 


Under the black light, 'the assist- 


ant saw something which had not 
been seen before. Words flowed 
from the paper, and he called the 
warden. This is what they read: 


"We've got some keys and four of 


us are going to get out of here next 
Wednesday morning. Wait lor us in 
a car near the east gate at three 
o'clock Wednesday morning.'1 


That little story is given as an ex- 


ample of the work done with ultra- 
violet rays. Time and again they 
have helped prison officers to stop 
escapes by learning of plots in ad- 
vance. 


"How does a prisoner write secret 


words?" we may ask. 


Sometimes he has a small bottle 


of invisible ink. More often he uses 
fruit juice. With a splinter of wood 
or something of the sort, he writes 
words on the paper, words which 
will appear plainly when the per- 
son who gets the leter holds it over 
a fire, or uses a chemical on it. 


The dark rays are used in other 


ways as well. For instance they 
may prove that words in a will have 
been erased and others put in their 
place. No matter how neatly the- 
erasing has been done, the rays can 
see through it.

The president is responsible for 


the acts of the department of jus- 
tice, and this very month a staff of 
government attorneys is in Harlan 
county. Kentucky, seeking indict- 
ments for offenses which could also 


have been construed as local if the 
administration had so desired. 


What is happening in Harlan 


county, Kentucky, differs in detail, 
but cot in principle, from what has 
been, occurring in .Torsey city. Or- 
ganizers for the CIO. it is charged, 
have been forcibly ejected, or else 
they have been interfered with by 
Hague supporters. This, if proved. 
is a violation of a federal statutes. 


The theory of Mr. Roosevelt's de- 


partment of justice, as applied to 
Kentucky, but not as yet to New 
Jersey, is that the National Labor 
Relations act guarantees to citizens 
certain rights, namely that they 
may engage in concerted activities 
for the purpose of dealing with em- 
ployers, and that any two or more 
persons lyho conspire to deprive 
workers of their rights can be pros- 
ecuted criminally by the 
federal 
government 
% . 


The statute under which federal 


indictments are 
being sought ir. 
Kentucky 
lows: 
reads in part as 
fol-j 


"If two or more persons conspire | 


to injure, oppress, threaten, or in-| 
timidate any citizen in the free ex-1 
ercise or enjoyment of any right 
or privilege secured to him by the 
constitution or laws of the United 
States, or because of his having ex- 
ercised the same. . . . they shall be 
fined not more than $5,000 and im- 
prisoned not more than 10 years, 
and shall, moreover, be thereafte 
ineligible to any office, or place o 
honor, profit, or trust created b 
the constitution or laws of 
th 


United States." 


The foregoing law by itself h; 


long been dormant because, strange 
as it may seem. 
constitutional 


rights to be exercised by the citi- 
zen are not specifically defined or 
detailed in the constitution or in 
the laws of the United States. Thus 
the constitution forbids congress to 
pass a law abridging the freedom 
of speech, but nowhere does the 
constitution or 
the laws of the 


United States affirmatively grant 
citizens the right of free speech and 
place a penalty on denial of free 
speech. 


14th Amendment 


Supreme court decisions have, of 


course, prevented states as well as 
cities from interfering with free 
speech so far as passing laws or 
ordinances are concerned. Thus, the 
fourteenth amendment of the fed- 
eral constitution says that no state 
"shall make or enforce any law 
which shall abridge the privileges 
and immunities of citizens of the 
United States." 


But this is a prohibition against 


acts of legislatures or ordinances of 
city governments and does not pro- 
vide a penalty in the case of a citi- 
zen whose "privileges and immuni- 
ties" are interfered with. That's the 
reason why the federal department 
of justice has just started its pro- 
ceedings in Harlan county. Ken- 
tucky, declaring that the "National I 
Labor Relations act now specifical- 
ly bestows certain rights on the! 
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citizens in a law which seeks to 
safeguard their opportunity to or- 
ganize. Hence, any effort to inter- 
fere with the exercise of 
such 


rights can be prosecuted as a con- 
spiracy if 
the two statutes 
are 


placed before a 
grand jury and 


coupled together. 


Certainly, in New Jersey, the 


rights of the citizen under the Na- 
tional Labor Relations act exist as 
surely as they do in Kentucky, and 
any conspiracy to interfere with 
those rights is a federal matter as 
much as it is in Harlan county. The 
supreme court of the United States 
last year, in the first case uphold- 
ing the Wagner act. affirmed that 
the right of organization for work- 
ers was one that congress could 
lawfully confer. The court said: 


"Thus, in its present application, 


the statute goes no farther than to 
safeguard the right of employes to 
self-organization and to select rep-j 
resemauves of Xheir own choosing 
for collective bargaining or other' 
mutual protection without restraint! 
or coercion by their employer. 
j 


Fundamental Right

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Reporter Tells of 
Savage Slaughter 
In Orient Conflict 


Chinese 
Can't' Drive Ja- 


panese Out of Country, 


C l u b Is Told 


Xeenah—Vividly describing 
the 


"savage slaughter" of Chinese by 
the Japanese in the current orien- 
tal war, Malcolm Kosholt, Associ- 
ated Press foreign correspondent in 
Shanghai, predicted at the noon 
meeting of the Neenah Kiwanis club 
Wednesday at the Valley Inn that 
the "best the Chinese can expect 
in the Sino-Japanese war is 
a 


draw." 


Qualifying his 
first 
statement 


with "anything can happen, how- 
ever." the newspaper man pointed 
out that could China stand the on- 
slaught of the superior Japanese 
artillery, the Chinese couldn't rout 
the enemy out of the country, for 
when they reached the coast, Ja- 
pan's navy, the third largest in the 
world, and its huge air force would 
repel the Chinese. 


Despite recent Chinese victories, 


•which Rosholt termed as "more or 
less temporary," the foreign corre- 
spondent predicted that the Japa- 
nese would conquer Hankow in a 
few weeks or maybe a few months. 
Hankow is the present goal of the 
Japanese. 


The newspaperman lived in Chi- 


na for several years, employed as 
night editor for the Shanghai Press. 
He was in China when the current 
conflict started. His knowledge of 
the Chinese language enabled him 
to get to the front lines where he 
took numerous pictures of the war. 
many of which have been printed 
by member newspapers of the As- 
sociated Press. He was in Shang- 
hai Aug. 14, 1932 when the war 
broke out and the city was bombed. 


Predicts Long: Conflict 


"Determination, 
bitterness 
and 


hate of the Japanese is so 
en- 


trenched in the Chinese that they 
will never give in," he told the Ki- 
wanians, and he added, "it is up to 
Japan when the war will end." He 
contradicted other authorities on 
foreign affairs who assert that the 
war cannot last much longer, pre- 
dicting that the war will last five 
years more. 


Japan can keep the war going 


for five years more, and "those 
amazing people will not go bank- 
rupt." He pointed out that despite 
10 months of war. Japan has 
in- 


creased its exports, even without 
China markets and outselling the 
British by overcoming the letter's 
barriers in the East. 


"When Nanking was taken, the 


savagery, slaughter, plunder and 
rape displayed by the Japanese was 
appalling, and Japanese troops ran 
beserk for three weeks after the 
city,£ell," Rosholt said. He credited 
the horrible rampage to the lack of 
discipline of Japanese soldiers and 
pointed it out as an 
"essential 


weakness in the army." 


"If the Japanese succeed, they 


will be able to' run China despite 
the latter's huge population." All 
rifles and machine guns would be 
taken away from the Chinese, and 
"you can't argue with the man be- 
hind the machine 
gun," Rosholt; 


said. • " 
* 


"It would be a big mistake and a 


disadvantage to the 
rest of the 


world, especially to American in- 
vestments, for Japan to run over 
China, the newspaperman said, and 
he contended that President Roo- 
sevelt should help th.: Chinese. 


Japan will crush the Chinese, 


making them nothing more than 
serfs. Although the pace of Japa- 
nese interprise would be terrific, 
as it was in Korea and Manchuria, 
they would go ahead for them- 
selves only and without regard for 
the Chinese or anyone else, 
he 


maintained. 


"China's recent 
victories 
will 


help the Chinese morale by prov- 
ing that the Japanese aren't 
in- 


vincible. 
The Japanese, however, 


are outnumbered three to one. but 
I have reason to believe that within 
three months half a million sol- 
diers will be put in China, making 
Japan's army more than a million 
strong," the reporter said.
